AMBITIOUS plans to

creation of 800 construction 
jobs, more than £100million 
of investment and street 
improvements. 

Traders at Seven Sisters 
indoor market will also be 
offered the option of moving 
to permanent retail units of 
the same size on the ground 
floor of the redeveloped 
Apex House building at dis¬ 
counted rents. 

Construction could start 
as early as 2016.

Award Fund. They will work with Haringey 
Council, the Prince’s Charities and leading 
addiction charity Blenheim CDP on various 
regeneration projects to tackle immediate day- 
to-day problems.

M25 crash chaos 


A CRASH on the M25 in the 
early hours of yesterday morn¬ 
ing wreaked havoc for com¬ 
muters in the borough. 

According to Essex Police, a 
number of lorries and cars 
crashed through the central 
reservation of the motorway 
between junctions 26 (Waltham 
Abbey) and 27 (Mil) just 
before 2am. 

One person was pronounced 
dead at the scene of the acci¬ 
dent and three others were 
taken to hospital for “non-life- 
threatening” injuries. 

Sections of the motorway 


were closed throughout the 
morning rush hour, leading to 
commuter chaos in Enfield as 
traffic jams tailed back along 
the North Circular Road and 
Great Cambridge Road. 

Clockwise traffic was 
diverted off the M25 at junc¬ 
tions 23 and 25, to return to 
the motorway at junction 27 
via the North Circular Road. 

Traffic travelling anti-clock- 
wise was diverted off at junc¬ 
tion 27 to return at junction 26. 

The police said that investi¬ 
gations into the cause of the 
accident were ongoing.

Have your say about cycling 
network plans, public urged

A PUBLIC consultation into the 
£30million Cycle Enfield scheme, 
which will create bike networks 
throughout Enfield, will be launched in 
the new year. 

The project will create a network of 
cycling routes on main roads and parks 
and quieter roads to make travelling 
safer for cyclists. 

Enfield is one of three London coun¬ 
cils to get cash from the Mayor of Lon¬ 


don to create their own Mini-Hollands 
for cyclists. 

The scheme also aims to offer secure 
on-street bike parking and “hubs” where 
people can get their bikes fixed, with 
secure parking at stations to make the 
daily commute easier. 

Surveys looking at parking, loading 
and town centre traffic will soon be get¬ 
ting under way in Enfield Town and 
along Green Lanes and London Road. 

Enfield Cycling Campaign was 
involved in helping the council prepare 
its bid for cash for the scheme. 


Borough co-ordinator Adrian Laugh- 
lan urged people to respond to the con¬ 
sultation. Earlier in the year, he said, 
traders in Palmers Green had been wor¬ 
ried about the impact of a cycle route. 

Councillor Chris Bond, cabinet mem¬ 
ber with responsibility for environment 
and community safety, said the local 
authority, was keen to fine-tune the 
scheme, explaining: “Our proposals for 
Cycle Enfield are complex and sophisti¬ 
cated and we are taking the time to get 
them right before we formally engage 
with residents and businesses for their 


comments.” A roadshow was held in the 
centre of Enfield Town last Thursday 
when residents had a chance to chat to 
council staff about the plans. 

However, Councillor Joanne Laban, 
the Conservative group’s environment 
spokeswoman, criticised the council 
for not providing enough information, 
saying: “Communication has been 
lacking from the council on this 
issue which has caused concerns within 
the community.”

“WHAT makes the earth warm up the most?” and 
“If the sun is a star, why isn’t it dead yet?” were 
just two of the probing questions primary school 
children asked one of the country’s leading scien¬ 
tists last week. 

Lord Robert Winston, professor of science and 
society and emeritus professor of fertility studies 
at Imperial College London, addressed a group of 
ten-year-olds in the City Learning Centre, in 
Parsonage Lane, Enfield, on Wednesday 

A group of about 30 children from five differ¬ 
ent Enfield primary schools was brought together 
for a special session with Exscitec, a specialist 
education provider of science, technology, engi¬ 
neering and mathematics. 

The class was part of a series of workshops 
created for Enfield Council’s primary schools 
science enrichment programme, which is backed 
by the Mayor of London’s London Schools excel¬ 
lence fund. The workshops provide intensive 
tutorials for a select group of children and their 
teachers, who learn about the myriad ways sci¬ 
ence has an impact on the world around us - 
knowledge they then pass on to their classmates. 

Lecturers from Exscitec led the session with 
input from Imperial College. 

As Lord Winston heads up the institute of 
reproductive and developmental biology at 
Imperial, he was invited to inspire the children to 
dizzying heights of scientific discovery. 

In the midst of a bit of good, old-fashioned, 
gleeful, childish disgust at an experiment to share 
cells, the mini-science stars seemed most 
impressed at the idea that every one of their 
brains is more powerful than the London tele¬ 
phone exchange. 

Lord Winston is chairman of the Genesis 
Research Trust, a charity which funds research 
into women’s health and investigates issues includ¬ 
ing the genes involved in women’s cancers. 

When asked what could be done to boost the

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numbers of women in the field of scientific 
research and discovery, he pointed to the example 
of his own research library. 

“In my laboratory there are far more women 
than men,” he said. “Out of all the scientists who 
work there, most of them are women. 

But he admitted: “We have to have women role 
models, that’s one of the issues, too”, and he 
added that getting more women into the fields of 
medicine, medical research and science “is hap¬ 
pening”, but that a culture change was needed on 
old-fashioned attitudes towards the roles of men 


and women in society. Primary schools, he said, 
is where it should start. 

“Primary school teaching is much harder than 
secondary school teaching in many ways, but pri¬ 
mary school teachers are not valued because it is 
thought to just be looking after small children,” 
he said. 

“One of the problems with our current system 
is that young women, aged 15 or 16, don’t have 
the confidence to perform experiments,” adding 
that he believed that was because of “the way our 
teaching system is structured”.

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Pupils learn 
about Great 
War soldier 



HISTORY came to life as pupils and 
a government minister learned about 
ethnic minority soldiers who served 
in World War I. 

Children at Walker Primary 
School discovered the wartime expe¬ 
riences of Nepalese soldier Sher 
Singh Rana, from the Gurkha Rifles, 
who fought in Neuve Chapelle, in 
northern France, Ypres, in Belgium, 
and Gallipoli, in Turkey, before he 
was captured by the Germans. 

They were joined by Dr Andrew 
Murrison, the Prime Minister’s spe¬ 
cial representative for the centenary 
commemorations of the war, who is 
also parliamentary under secretary 
of state for Northern Ireland. 

The children aged nine to 11 at the 
school, in Waterfall Road, South- 
gate, heard about Sher Singh Rana’s 
life and composed a letter home 
from the soldier as part of a Trench 
Brothers project. 

They also made puppets of sol¬ 
diers, handled artefacts from the 
Great War provided by the National 
Army Museum and met actors who 
brought the stories to life. 


Trench Brothers was developed by 
Palmers Green-based HMDT Music 
arts organisation, which is hoping to 
work with 3,500 children from 50 
schools over the next three years. 

They have also collaborated with 
composers Julian Joseph and 
Richard Taylor to create songs 
inspired by wartime stories. 

Creative director Tertia Sefton- 
Green said: “We wanted to focus 
on the contributions of ethnic 
minority soldiers that no one 
knows about. I think we have found 
a particularly sensitive way of mak¬ 
ing it meaningful.” 

After joining the pupils as they 
learnt more about an often forgotten 
aspect of World War I history, Dr 
Murrison said: “Trench Brothers is 
an imaginative and inspiring project 
taking the incredible story of our 
Great War ethnic minority soldiers 
to London primary schools. 

“It is a wonderful synthesis of 
music, theatre and puppetry engag¬ 
ing young people and challenging 
them to think about the events of a 
century ago.”

T HE Transatlantic Trade & 
Investment Partnership, 
aka TTIP. No, don’t turn 
off yet - this is important. 

It’s a treaty being negotiated in 
secret between the EU and the 
US. Supposedly, it will reduce 
barriers to trade and generate 
loadsamoney and thousands of 
jobs. But we’ve been there 
before: NAFTA (the North 
Atlantic Free Trade Agreement, 
between the US, Canada and 
Mexico) got the same build-up, 
but has cost a million jobs, and 
the money has all gone to 
multinational companies. 

Actually, there are hardly any 
barriers to EU-US trade. What 
TTIP is really about is reducing 
“red tape”, i.e. those regulations 
that outlaw things like pollution, 
regulations that protect us. 

And there’s worse. TTIP will 
set up a separate system of 
courts, controlled by corporate 
lawyers, in which companies can 
sue governments which pass 
legislation that reduces profits. 
Under a similar treaty Philip 
Morris is suing Australia for 
introducing plain packaging 
for cigarettes. 

This is a direct assault on 
democracy. It hands over our 
sovereignty lock, stock and barrel 
to big business. It’s not too 
surprising that the Tories want to 
do that as they scarcely bother to 
conceal any more that they work 
for the one per cent. More 
startling is that Labour and the 
Lib Dems are also in favour. 

Even UKIP, whose raison d’etre 
is supposed to be retention of UK 
sovereignty, is behind TTIP. 

Happily, the Green Party, 38 
Degrees, War on Want and many 
others are fighting it, and there 
are signs that we are winning. 
We’d better.

Tributes after death of 
Arctic convoys survivor

A VETERAN of the Arctic convoys has 
died at the age of 94 - just months after 
being awarded a medal from the Russian 
government. 

Kenneth George Bradley joined the 
Royal Navy and served throughout World 
War II as a stoker. 

He was awarded the Africa Star, Burma 
Star, Atlantic Star and Arctic Star for his 
wartime service. 

Mr Bradley, known as Ken to his family 
and friends, grew up in Bush Hill Park, 
where his mother ran a corner shop. 

He was a keen water polo player and a 
good swimmer and worked as an engineer 
with his brother Alf before joining up. 

Berny Stringle, who is married to Mr 
Bradley’s niece Diane said: “He got 
through the Arctic convoys on HMS 
London. He was terribly proud and 
amazed that the Russians gave him the 
Ushakov medal.” 

The risky convoys delivered food and 
military equipment to starving Russians. 
They came under attack from German 
submarines and aircraft and 3,000 seamen 
lost their lives on the convoys between 
1941 and 1945. 

Winston Churchill described it as “the 
worst journey in the world”. 

Mr Stringle said: “We discovered that in 
the middle of this summer he was invited 
to the Russian embassy and given 
vodka and caviar. He did not tell 
us anything, but at 94 years old he 
went up on the Tube. 

“We found a snap of him in 
Penang in 1946, too. He was 
powerful and at 19 he became a 
stoker in the Royal Navy. He 
survived six years of sea battles 
and was in Penang when the 
Japanese surrendered. 


“Ken always considered that he was 
‘one of the lucky ones’ and gave gener¬ 
ously throughout his life to the Red Cross, 
Salvation Army and Guide Dogs for the 
Blind. We will add Cancer Research. 

“He got through the war unscathed. He 
did say as a stoker he was sorry for the 
people on the deck in the Arctic convoys.” 

After the war Mr Bradley resumed his 
career as an engineer and worked for the 
water board. He and his late wife Eileen 
were together for more than 40 years and 
lived in Park Nook Gardens, Enfield. 

Mr Bradley was diagnosed with prostate 
cancer and travelled to hospital on his 
three-wheeler motorbike. He died on 
November 22 after undergoing treatment 
at the London Heart Hospital. 

Mr Stringle added: “He was hugely pop¬ 
ular with young people because he had a 
lot of time for them. He was one of those 
people who would tell a joke with tears in 
his eyes because of the punchline. He was 
very witty and he was absolutely adored. 

“He was one of those people you could 
take anywhere, he was absolutely unpre¬ 
tentious. I think because of what he’d been 
through he did not covert very much. 
Everything was a bonus.” 

Mr Bradley enjoyed watching football 
and swimming and was a keen gardener. 

He also loved jazz and his great nephew, 
jazz clarinettist Julian Marc Stringle, will 
play at his funeral at Enfield Crematorium 
on Monday.

“It was a tough game and we expected 
that,” the keeper said. “Crystal Palace 
were strong but we couldn’t find a solu¬ 
tion, we didn’t create space and we were 
a bit slow with the ball. 

“We felt that the game could turn 
quickly, but in the end it’s a draw and 
we have to keep believing and keep 
working. 

“If you want to be positive maybe two 
months ago we would have lost this 
game. I think we are still improving, 
and I’m sure we will do much better in 
the second half of the season. 

“This month is important and we 
have to stick at the top end of the table. 
We need to believe and we know now 
the Swansea game on Sunday is impor¬ 
tant for us.” 

And head coach Mauricio Pochettino 
felt that tiredness was partially to blame 
for Spurs’ lacklustre display at the end 
of a busy week for the side. 

“It is difficult, it was the third game 
in six days,” he said. “We played on 
Sunday and then against Chelsea on 


Wednesday, so we had one day less to 
recover than Palace. 

“Maybe we had a lack of freshness 
and it didn’t make it easy. This is the 


schedule and we have to accept it, but 
it’s reality. 

“We put in a good effort, but against 
Palace, who did a good job, it was dif¬ 


ficult and we need to look ahead now. 

“It wasn’t easy. Hugo made one or two 
saves and they played well. We know 
that Palace are a very tough team, very 


physical. It wasn’t a good game for us. 

“I’m disappointed and frustrated, but 
at the end I think the result was fair. We 
had a lack of creativity up front.” 


Pochettino: Kane was always part of my plans 


HEAD coach Mauricio Pochettino 
insists that he never had any intention 
of allowing striker Harry Kane to 
leave Tottenham Hotspur on loan this 
season. 

Crystal Palace manager Neil War- 
nock had claimed during the build-up 
to Saturday’s meeting between the two 
sides that he had tried to sign Kane on 
loan in the summer - and believed 
that the young forward would have 
been allowed to temporarily leave 
White Hart Lane had Spurs not be 
involved in the Europa League. 

But Pochettino denied that was the 
case and is adamant that Kane - who 
has scored 11 goals this season - had 
always been a big part of his plans. 

“It is the first time I have heard this 


information,” Pochettino said. “Our 
first idea was to keep Harry and give 
him chances to play. My idea was to 
keep Harry because we believe in 
him and his potential to play for 
Tottenham. 

“He has shown since that we were 
right in our decision to keep him. At 
the moment Harry is not feeling any 
pressure. It is important that he is a 
player who feels the club, he came 
through the academy and he knows 
our values. 

“He is English, he shows passion 
and is in very good condition - he is 
a very important player for us.” 

Kane’s fine form has seen him force 
his way into Spurs’ Premier League 
starting line-up at the expense of 


the misfiring Emmanuel Adebayor. 

However, Pochettino insists that 
Adebayor - who is currently sidelined 
with a virus - remains a key part of 
his plans. 

“My relationship with Emmanuel is 
very good,” he added. “After the 
international break he came back 
with a back problem and after that he 
got a virus. 

“I spoke with him at training and he 
is not ready to play, he still felt weak 
- maybe in the next few games he 
will be ready to help the team. 

“All the players in the squad are in 
my plans for the future. It is normal 
for there to be a lot of speculation in 
the media around the players and the 
club, but I don’t comment on that.” 


Borough forced to work for win 


TABLE-TOPPING Haringey Borough 
were forced to battle hard before securing 
a 3-1 victory at home to Waltham Forest 
in the Essex Senior League on Saturday. 

Borough have only failed to win once 
in the league this season, and it took them 
just six minutes to break the deadlock in 
this match as Lynvall Duncan reacted 
quickest to turn in the rebound after vis¬ 
iting keeper William Hunt did well to beat 
out a free-kick.
